To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Penn¬ 
sylvania  : 

Gentlemen: — In  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  16th  of 
March,  1832,  relating  to  this  Department,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  fol¬ 
lowing  report  for  the  year  ending  November  30,  1857. 

The  total  indebtedness  of  the  State, at  the  close  of  the  last  fiscal  year,  No¬ 
vember  30,  1857,  amounted  to  the  sum  of  thirty-nine  millions  eight  hundred 
and  eighty-one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  thirty-eight  dollars  and  twenty- 
two  cents,  as  follows,  viz :

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It  will  be  observed,  by  comparing  the  foregoing  statement  of  the  public  debt 
with  that  contained  in  the  report  of  this  Department  to  the  last  Legislature, 
that  within  the  past  year  there  has  been  an  actual  payment  and  reduction 
of  the  same,  to  the  amount  of  eight  hundred  and  twenty  thousand  ninety- 
seven  dollars  and  three  cents.  During  the  same  time  all  demands  upon 
the  Treasury  for  other  purposes,  have  been  satisfied;  and  it  is  within  a  rea¬ 
sonable  probability  to  estimate,  that  not  more  than  the  sum  of  thirty  thousand 
dollars  will  be  required  to  pay  all  outstanding  claims  under  existing  laws,  ex¬ 
cepting  the  accruing  quarter’s  salaries  for  public  officers,  and  the  interest  on 
the  public  debt  due  next  month.  It  would  be  fair,  then,  to  state  the  actual 
indebtedness  of  the  Commonwealth  at  the  sum  of  thirty-nine  millions  eight 
hundred  and  eighty-one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  thirty-eight  dollars  and 
twenty-two  cents. 

The  balance  in  the  Treasury,  on  the  first  instant,  was  six  hundred  and  fifty- 
eight  thousand  two  hundred  dollars  and  sixty-four  cents,  and  will  be  increased 
from  known  sources,  during  the  month,  to  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest 
due  on  the  first  proximo.  This  amount  consists  of  balances  in  the  various  de¬ 
positories  selected  under  the  seventy-ninth  and  eightieth  sections  of  the  act 
of  the  18th  of  May,  1857,  and  the  notes  of  the  incorporated  banks  of  the 
Commonwealth,  now  in  the  Treasury.  Arrangements  are  now  in  progress,  by 
which  it  is  anticipated  that  the  whole  amount  required  for  the  payment  of  the 
interest,  can  be  realized  in  coin.  Believing  this  to  be  practicable,  and  of  great 
importance  to  the  credit  of  the  State,  the  interest  falling  due  on  the  first 
instant  upon  a  portion  of  our  public  loan,  was  provided  for  in  specie. 

Under  the  charter  of  the  Bank  of  Pennsylvania,  that  institution  was  made 
the  agent  for  the  transfer  of  the  loans  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  the  disburse¬ 
ment  of  the  interest  on  the  same.  The  State  Treasurer,  at  the  periods  fixed 
by  law  for  the  payment  of  the  interest,  was  required  to  pay  to  the  bank  an 
amount  sufficient  for  the  purpose,  and  there  his  duty  ceased,  and  his  control 
over  the  money  terminated. 

At  the  time  of  the  suspension  of  specie  payments  by  the  bank,  on  the  25th 
of  September  last,  there  was  due  to  loanholders  for  unclaimed  interest,  the 
sum  of  forty-eight  thousand  one  hundred  and  seventy-five  dollars  and  thirty- 
six  cents,  which  has  been  reduced  by  payments  up  to  the  first  instant,  to  the 
sum  of  thirty  thousand  four  hundred  and  seventy-seven  dollars  and  seventy- 
one  cents.  These  payments  have  been  made  to  the  claimants  by  the  present 
officers  of  the  bank,  in  specie,  and  the  entire  deposit  to  the  credit  of  the  Com¬ 
monwealth  at  the  time  of  the  suspension  of  the  bank,  has  since  been  paid.  In 
this  connection  it  is  proper  for  the  information  of  the  Legislature,  and  due  to 
Mr.  J.  L.  Fenimore,  the  officer  of  the  bank,  who  has  for  many  years  had  charge 
of  the  stock  department  and  transfer  books,  to  say  that  he  has  at  all  times, 
since  the  suspension,  afforded  ample  facilities  for  the  inspection  of  the  books 
and  papers  of  his  department,  and  given  such  explanations  and  information  as 
to  satisfy  me  that  nothing  wrong  or  improper  has  occurred  in  the  transfer  of 
of  the  public  loans. 

The  amount  of  revenue  diverted  from  general  purposes  and  applied  to  the 
sinking  fund,  has  heretofore  left  a  sum  insufficient  to  meet  the  ordinary  de¬ 
mands  upon  the  Treasury.  The  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund,  in  their 
report  of  last  year,  called  the  attention  of  the  Legislature  to  this  fact,  and 
made  some  suggestions  which  were  not  considered  or  acted  upon.  The  law 
of  the  16th  of  May,  1857,  authorizing  the  sale  of  the  main  line  of  public  works, 
provided  that  the  entire  proceeds  derived  from  the  sale,  shall  also  go  into  the 
sinking  fund.  The  Treasury  at  present  owes  that  fund  the  sum  of  $414,- 
920  29,  which,  if  withdrawn  and  applied  to  the  redemption  of  the  public  loan 
as  directed  by  law,  together  with  the  anticipated  receipts  for  the  current  month, 
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most  of  which  also  belongs  to  that  fund,  would  leave  a  very  small  amount  in 
the  Treasury  for  the  payment  of  the  interest.  A  mere  statement  of  this  fact 
should  satisfy  the  Legislature  that  some  change  in  the  present  laws  on  the  sub¬ 
ject  is  necessary.  I  would  also  here  suggest,  that  the  Commissioners  of  the 
Sinking  Fund  be  authorized  to  pay  the  balance  of  the  over  due  six  per  cent, 
loans,  requiring  the  holders  to  present  them  for  payment,  within  a  reasonable 
time  after  notice,  and  on  failure  to  do  so,  that  the  interest  should  cease.  During 
the  last  year  there  was  presented  at  the  Treasury  for  payment  by  the  Bank  of 
Pittsburg,  certificates  of  loan  amounting  to  the  sum  of  sixty-seven  thousand  dol¬ 
lars.  These  certificates  are  a  part  of  the  bank  charter  loan,  taken  and  held  by 
that  bank,  and  were  made  payable  on  a  certain  day,  and  not  after,  as  is  the  case 
with  all  of  the  other  certificate  loans  of  the  Commonwealth.  It  is  due  to  the 
credit  of  the  Commonwealth,  that  in  the  payment  of  her  creditors,  preference 
should  be  given  to  those  who  have  her  absolute  and  positive  promise  as  to 
time,  and  I  therefore  recommend  that  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund 
be  directed  to  make  application  of  the  money  of  the  fund  to  the  payment  of 
debts  of  this  character  in  preference  to  buying  others  in  the  market. 

In  pursuance  of  a  law  of  last  session,  registers  for  the  coupon  loans  were 
procured,  and  all  the  coupons  which  have  been  heretofore  paid,  have  been  en¬ 
tered  and  registered,  and  the  means  are  now  at  hand  in  the  office,  to  give  in¬ 
formation  with  reference  to  any  single  coupon. 

Allow  me  to  call  your  attention  to  the  following  extract  from  the  report  of 
the  Board  of  Revenue  Commissioners,  made  to  the  Legislature  at  its  last  ses¬ 
sion  : 

“By  the  law  creating  the  Board,  it  is  provided  that  no  exonerations  shall 
be  allowed,  but  the  amount  of  tax  on  real  and  personal  estate,  fixed  by  the 
Board,  subject  only  to  commissions  for  collection,  shall  be  paid  into  the  State 
Treasury,  on  or  before  the  first  of  January  in  each  year.  Large  amounts  of 
the  tax  heretofore  assessed  in  some  of  the  counties  remain  uncollected,  the 
proper  officers  of  the  counties  alleging,  as  an  excuse  therefor,  that  exonerations 
are  claimed  by  the  collectors  for  such  as  cannot  be  collected.  But  the  law 
clearly  contemplates  that  such  losses  must  be  borne  by  the  respective  counties 
in  which  they  occur.  In  one  at  least,  of  the  counties,  the  commissioners  have 
so  construed  the  law  as  to  permit  them  to  add  the  increase  determined  by  the 
Revenue  Board,  at  the  next  tri-ennial  assessment,  instead  of  doing  it  immedi¬ 
ately  after  receiving  notice  from  the  State  Treasurer,  a  construction  so  obvi¬ 
ously  erroneous  that  its  mere  mention  should  insure  its  prompt  correction. 
The  loss  of  all  exonerations  thus  falling  upon  the  county  instead  of  the  State, 
is  calculated  to  make  the  commissioners  hesitate  to  exonerate,  without  satis¬ 
factory  evidence  of  its  propriety ;  will  compel  the  collectors  to  greater  vigi¬ 
lance  in  securing  the  payment  of  their  duplicates,  and  while  relieving  the 
county,  will  materially  add  to  the  receipts  into  the  Treasury.” 

In  some  of  the  counties,  in  addition  to  the  irregularities  mentioned  in  the 
report,  the  amount  of  tax  assessed  is  not  equal  to  the  quota  fixed  by  the  Board 
of  Revenue  Commissioners,  and  the  treasurers  only  pay  into  the  State  Trea¬ 
sury  the  amount  collected.  In  this  way  the  object  of  the  law,  which  was 
to  equalize  the  burden  of  taxation,  is  avoided,  and  delinquent  counties  are 
suffered  to  escape  whilst  others  pay  all  that  is  required.  The  fortieth  section  of 
the  act  of  April  29,  1844,  pamphlet  laws,  page  497,  amongst  other  provisions 
to  enforce  payment  by  delinquent  counties,  required  “  that  no  payment  relating 
to  common  schools  shall  be  made  to  or  in  behalf  of  said  county ,  under  the  vari - 
ous  acts  relating  to  common  schools,  or  any  other  acts,  or  for  any  other  purposey 
until  the  said  balance  be  fully  paid  and  satisfied .”  This  effective  provision 
in  the  original  law  which  would  have  enforced  the  payment  of  balances  with 
little  trouble  to  the  Commonwealth,  she  having  the  means  of  payment  in  her 
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own  hands,  was  repealed  by  the  fourth  section  of  the  appropriation  bill  of  the 
nex*  year,  (pamphlet  laws  of  1845,  page  508.)  The  propriety  of  re-enacting 
that  law  is  respectfully  submitted. 

The  law  of  last  session  requiring  county  officers  to  make  quarterly  instead 
of  yearly  settlements,  whilst  it  imposes  more  labor  upon  this  office  and  that 
of  the  Auditor  General,  operates  advantageously  to  the  Commonwealth,  and 
has,  in  most  instances,  been  complied  with.  The  consolidation  law  of  Phila¬ 
delphia  abolished  the  office  of  county  auditor,  and  substituted  in  its  stead  a  city 
controller,  who  declines,  as  he  alleges,  for  want  of  power,  to  audit  the  account 
of  the  treasurer,  so  far  as  State  matters  are  concerned.  If  his  construction 
of  the  law  is  correct,  I  would  suggest  a  law  authorizing  the  appointment,  by 
the  accountant  department,  annually,  if  deemed  necessary,  of  a  person  to 
audit  the  accounts  of  the  city  treasurer  and  the  accounts  of  the  other  officers 
in  that  city  who  receive  the  taxes  of  the  State. 

A  reference  to  the  receipts  from  licenses  to  brokers,  theatres,  billiard  rooms, 
&c.,  will  satisfy  you  that  there  must  be  serious  defects  in  the  law  upon  that 
subject,  requiring  your  consideration.  Upon  inquiring  at  the  treasurer’s  office 
in  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  1  ascertained  that  there  were  no  effectual  means 
for  discovering  all  who  are  transacting  such  business  without  license  and  for 
enforcing  the  collections  when  they  are  known.  The  amounts  received  from 
these  sources  consist  almost  uniformly  of  payments  voluntarily  made.  In  some 
instances  suits  have  been  brought  against  delinquents,  who  appeal  the  cases  to 
court,  where  the  proceedings  end  for  want  of  power  in  the  officer  to  employ  and 
pay  counsel  to  conduct  them  to  a  successful  issue.  That,  in  other  cases,  brokers 
and  others  would  tender  in  payment  of  licenses  the  relief  notes,  illegally  is¬ 
sued  by  the  Towanda  Bank,  Avhich  were  refused ;  that  for  years  this  system 
had  been  pursued,  and  as  no  register  had  been  kept  of  the  notes  tendered, 
it  is  impossible  to  say  whether  the  same  notes  had  not  been  tendered  from 
year  to  year.  Whether  legally  liable  or  not  for  the  over-issue  of  the  Towanda 
Bank,  the  Commonwealth  is  yearly  losing  revenue  from  this  cause.  An  in¬ 
vestigation  will  satisfy  you  that  large  amounts  of  revenue  are  lost  to  the  Trea¬ 
sury  by  the  refusal  of  persons  to  apply  for  tavern  licenses,  who  prefer  to  sell 
without  a  license,  rather  than  pay  a  tax  which  does  not  fully  protect  them 
against  competition  from  those  who  disregard  the  law.  It  has  been  estimated 
that  there  are  three  unlicensed  taverns  and  eating  houses  in  Philadelphia  to 
one  which  is  licensed,  and  the  same  may  be  said  of  some  of  the  other  cities  of 
the  Commonwealth.  Justice  to  those  who  are  willing  and  do  pay  the  tax 
assessed  by  the  law  upon  their  business,  requires  that  something  should  be 
done  to  protect  them  in  the  enjoyment  of  their  purchased  privilege,  or  to  put 
them  on  an  equality  with  those  who  are  allowed  to  pursue  the  same  business 
without  a  tax.  I  would  suggest,  as  a  matter  of  revenue,  if  not  as  a  matter  of 
right  and  justice,  that  (in  the  cities  at  least)  the  law  should  be  so  changed  as 
to  allow  any  person  of  good  moral  character  to  have  a  license  for  a  tavern, 
restaurant  or  beer  house,  upon  paying  the  amount  which  may  be  assessed  upon 
the  house.  A  law  of  this  kind,  with  severe  penalties  guarding  the  good  manage¬ 
ment  and  conduct  of  the  house,  and  also  against  those  who  violate  its  provi¬ 
sions  by  a  sale  of  liquor  without  license,  would  not,  in  my  judgment,  in¬ 
crease  the  number  of  houses  of  the  kind,  or  the  number  of  persons  who  now 
frequent  them.  It  would  put  all  on  an  equality,  and  the  licensed  would  take 
care  that  the  revenue  should  not  be  defrauded  by  the  unlicensed  who  would 
come  in  competition  with  their  business.  In  this  way  all  engaged  in  the 
traffic  would  be  under  the  law  and  subject  to  its  penalties. 

Within  the  last  five  years  there  has  grown  up  a  class  of  persons  known  as 
insurance  brokers.  They  traverse  the  State  soliciting  risks  of  all  kinds.  Fire, 
marine  life,  health  and  stock,  and  when  procured  dispose  of  them  to  the  office 
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giving  them  the  best  commission.  It  is  a  new  business,  and  like  other  occu¬ 
pations,  should  be  taxed. 

On  the  30th  day  of  July  last  I  was  called  upon  by  the  President  of  the  Penn¬ 
sylvania  railroad  company,  who  claimed  to  be  the  purchaser  of  the  main  line 
of  public  works,  at  a  sale  made  in  pursuance  of  a  law  passed  at  the  last  regu¬ 
lar  session  of  the  Legislature.  He  tendered-to  me  certain  bonds  of  that  com¬ 
pany,  and  desired  that  I  should  sign  a  receipt  for  the  same  on  the  deed  to  be 
executed  under  the  great  seal  of  the  Commonwealth,  as  provided  for  in  the 
seventh  section  of  the  act.  The  receipt  recited  that  the  bonds  were  the  con¬ 
sideration  expressed  in  the  deed.  Having  been  restrained  as  to  certain  things 
by  a  decree  of  the  Supreme  Court,  rendered  in  a  proceeding  initiated  by  the 
Canal  Board  to  test  the  validity  of  the  law  under  which  the  sale  had  been 
made,  and  not  being  clear  as  to  my  duty  in  the  premises,  nor  desiring  to  set 
myself  up  as  a  judge  in  the  matter,  involving  interests  of  such  magnitude,  to 
determine  a  point  which  should  have  been  decided  by  the  court,  I  declined  to 
sign  the  absolute  receipt,  and  gave  the  following  certificate  :

“I  do  hereby  certify  that  J . Edgar  Thompson,  President  of  the  Pennsylvania 
railroad  company,  claiming  to  be  the  purchaser  of  the  main  line  of  public 
works,  at  a  sale  made  by  the  Governor  of  the  Comm.onweal.th  on  the  25th  day 
of  June  last,  under  the  provisions  of  an  act  of  Assembly,  passed  the  16th 
day  of  May,  1857,  entitled  “  An  Act  for  the  sale  of  the  main  line  of  public 
works,”  has  this  day  delivered  to  me  bonds  executed  by  the  said  company,  in 
the  a^gregrite  sum  of  seven  millions  five  hundred  thousand  dollars,  of  which 
the  proportion  or  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  will  become  due  and 
payable  on  the  3 1st  day  of  July,  A.  D.  1858.  One  hundred  thousand  dollars 
on  the  31st  day  of  July  annually  thereafter  until  the  year  1S89,  inclusive. 
One  million  of  dollars  on  the  31st  day  of  July,  1890.  One  million  of  dollars 
on  the  31st  day  of  July  annually  thereafter  until  the  year  1893,  inclusive,  and 
the  residue,  or  the  sum  of  three  hundred  thousand  dollars  on  the  31st  day  of 
July,  1894,  with  interest  at  the  rate  of  five  per  centum  per  annum,  to  be  paid 
on  each  of  the  said  bonds  on  the  31st  days  of  January  and  July  in  each  year, 
and  the  first  payment  to  be  on  the  31st  day  of  January,  1858.  Which  said 
bonds  I  have  received  and  deposited  in  this  office,  subject  to  any  and  all  objec¬ 
tions  that  may  or  can  be  made  now  or  hereafter  on  behalf  of  the  Common¬ 
wealth  to  the  same,  and  to  the  regularity  and  validity  of  said  sale  and  the 
transfer  in  pursuance  thereof.

A  demand  was  made  by  me  for  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  the  amount 
stipulated  in  the  first  proviso  of  the  third  section  of  the  act,  to  be  “deposited” 
in  cash  or  State  bonds  at  the  time  of  the  bid  “in  the  hands  of  the  Governor,  or 
some  person  duly  authorized  by  him  to  receive  it.”  The  Governor  of  the 
Commonwealth,  the  officer  intrusted  with  the  execution  of  the  law,  informed 
me  that  the  purchaser  was  entitled  to  have  the  deposit  returned  to  him,  that  it 
was  not  intended  as  a  payment,  and  that  it  could  not  reach  the  Treasury,  ex¬ 
cept  by  forfeiture,  upon  the  non-compliance  by  the  purchaser  with  the  terms 
of  sale.  To  sustain  the  purchasers  in  their  view  of  the  case  with  reference 
to  the  mode  of  payments,  the  following  opinion  of  the  Attorney  General  was 
handed  to  me : 
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“  Harrisburg,  July  30,  1857. 

“Hon.  H.  S.  Mag  raw,  State  Treasurer  : 

“  Dear  Sir  : — The  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  declaring  the  parts  of  the 
act  of  16th  May,  1857,  for  the  sale  of.  the  main  line,  which  proffer  the  sale  to 
the  Pennsylvania  railroad  company  on  terms  different  from  those  on  which  it 
is  offered  to  other  parties,  unconstitutional,  is,  in  my  opinion,  limited  to  the  in¬ 
tended  sale  of  the  exemption  from  taxation  set  forth  in  the  third  section  of  the 
act,  and  does  not  invalidate  those  provisions  in  the  act  which  direct  a  differ¬ 
ence  in  the  terms  of  payment,  and  in  the  security  to  be  taken  in  case  that 
company  becomes  the  purchaser.  I  think,  therefore,  that  the  company  is  en¬ 
titled  to  a  conveyance  upon  the  delivery  of  their  bonds  for  the  payment  of  one 
hundred  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  till  the  year  1890,  and  of  one  million  of 
dollars  per  annum  thereafter,  until  the  whole  amount  of  seven  millions  and  a 
half  is  paid,  and  bearing  interest  as  directed  by  the  third  section  of  the  act, 
the  fourth  section  not  applying  to  a  purchase  by  that  company.

If  my  action  in  the  matter  had  been  in  violation  of  the  decree  of  restraint 
made  by  the  Supreme  Court,  or  not  in  accordance  therewith,  then  either  of 
the  parties  litigant,  could,  upon  motion,  have  brought  me  before  that  tribunal 
for  any  further  order  which  might  have  been  deemed  proper  in  the  premises. 

In  the  statement  of  expenditures  for  the  last  year,  various  sums  are  charged 
for  payments  to  counse*.  The  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars,  paid  to  Messrs. 
Meredith,  Hirst,  Buckalew  and  Walton,  was  for  services  rendered  as  the  coun¬ 
sel  of  the  State,  employed  by  the  Canal  Board,  to  test  in  the  Supreme  Court, 
the  validity  of  the  law  for  the  sale  of  the  public  works.  This  employment 
was  justified  by  the  fact,  that  the  Attorney  General,  the  law  officer  of  the 
Commonwealth,  was  required  to  appear  on  the  other  side.  In  the  decision  of 
this  case,  the  Supreme  Court  held  that  the  Canal  Commissioners,  as  public 
officers,  had  a  right  to  institute  the  suit.  Having  that  right,  they  were  enti¬ 
tled  to  have  counsel  learned  in  the  law,  to  represent  them,  and  their  counsel 
were  entitled  to  be  paid  by  the  State  for  their  services.  The  practice  of  the 
government  heretofore,  had  been  to  recognize  and  pay  counsel  employed  by 
the  Board,  and  when  their  bills  were  presented  to  the  accountant  department, 
they  were  “  audited,  allowed,  approved,”  and  paid. 

The  other  items  are  for  services  rendered  before  the  passage  of  the  law  re¬ 
quiring  all  the  litigation  in  which  the  Commonwealth  is  interested,  to  be  con¬ 
ducted  by  the  Attorney  General,  at  a  fixed  salary. 

In  a  number  of  instances  within  the  last  lear,  there  have  been  presented  at 
the  Treasury  by  county  treasurers  and  collectors  on  the  public  works,  the 
notes  of  broken  banks,  alleged  to  have  been  received  by  them  for  taxes  before 
the  failure  of  the  banks,  and  at  the  present  time  there  is  in  the  vault  of  the 
Treasury,  three  packages  for  small  amounts,  deposited  by  collectors  to  await 
legislative  relief.  In  similar  cases,  relief  has  been  granted  by  the  Legislature. 

I  would  suggest  a  general  law,  authorizing  the  accountant  department  to  ex¬ 
amine  such  applications,  and  when  satisfied  upon  proof  duly  produced  of  the 
truth  of  the  allegation,  to  allow  the  same  to  be  paid  into  the  Treasury.  This 
would  enable  the  officers  to  close  and  settle  their  accounts  at  once. 

Annexed  are  tables  which  exhibit  the'  detailed  operations  of  the  Treasury 
for  the  last  fiscal  year;  also  estimates  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the 
next,  which,  with  the  foregoing  statements  and  suggestions  are  respectfully 
submitted  to  your  favorable  consideration.
